1 This action is responsive to the amendment filed on December 05, 2003. 

2 The cancellation of 7-8, 15, 33-34, 40 and 54-73 is acknowledged. Pending claims are 1- 
6, 9-14, 16-32, 35-39, 41-53 and 74. 

3 The rejections of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 103(a) are withdrawn because of 
the applicant's amendment. 

4 Claims 1-6, 9-14, 16-32, 35-39, 41-53 and 74 are allowed. 

STATEMENT OF REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

5 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Buzzaccarini (US 4,767,563) teaches a liquid cleaning composition comprising cleaning 
agents of nonionic surfactants and calcium/magnesium removal agent of polyacrylates as benefit 
agents (see col. 3. lines 60-64 and col. 4, line 49), conditioning agents of alkylated 
polysaccharides (polymers) (see col. 5, line 11), limonene as a disinfecting agent (see col. 3, 
lines 12-13), soil suspending agents (see col. 4, lines 22-24) and water-soluble phosphates (see 
col. 4, line 22-24). However, the patentee differs from applicant in that Buzzaccarini (US' 563) 
does not teach or disclose a shoes treating composition comprising no more than about 30% by 
weight of chromium-binding agents that are capable of binding Cr 3+ with a log binding constant 
of more than about 12, and wherein said treating composition is formulated so that any damage 
as a results of washing shoes with or in an aqueous medium is reduced when the shoes treated 
with the treating composition as claimed. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter, as a whole 
would have not been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of shoes treating 
composition.
